LONG  STAPLE  COTTON  MARKET  COI-JPITIONS 

The  New  Bedford  Sunday  Standard-Times  of  December  8  states  as  follows: 

"The  upsv;ing  in  cotton  future  rr  rkets  served  to  further  discourage 
buying  in  staple  cotton  markets  r.ere  and  elsewhere  in  New  England  during 
the  past  week,  for  it  boosted  the  flat  prices  at  which  shippers  held 
their  cotton.     In  the  absence  of  any  particular  stimuli 'ion  of  buying 
demand  the  volume  of  trading  sagged,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  some 
basis  quotations  were  a  little  soft  to  firm  bids.

MILL  CONSUMPTION  IN  THE  UNITED  STATES  OF  .JVH^R  I  CAN-EGYPTIAN 
iiND  IMPORTED  EGYPTIAN  COTTONS  FOR-  NOVEMBER  1940 

The  Bureau  of  the  Census  reports  mill  constmiption  of  American-Egyptian 
cotton  during  the  month  of  November  as  1,806  bale?  of  500  pounds  gross 
weight,  compared  with  2,170  bales  in  October  and  1,765  bales  in  September. 
The  mill  consumption  of  imported  Egyptian  cotton  is  reported  as  having 
been  4,295  bales  in  November,  compared  with  4,793  bales  in  October  and 
4,245  bales  in  September.

LONG  STiJLE  COTTON  IITJ^KET  CONDITIONS
